Puring  the  past  month  only  throe  additiono.l  co-'anties  contig'jo'as  to 
the  territory  recorded  in  the  last  nnniNer  of  the  Survey'’  Bulletin  have  heen 
added  to  the  area  known  to  "be  infested  hy  the  Mediterranean  fr-ait  fly  in 
Florida.  Infested  Florida  fruit  has  oeen  intercepted  in  Nev/  York,  Ohio, 
North  Coxolina,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  and  Texas.

rleavy  oviposition  cy  grasshoppers  took  place  last  fa.ll  in  the  west- 
ern part  of  Nort'n  Pakota  and  South  Palccta..  Although  no  eggs  lia.d  hatched  "by 
the  middle  cf  Mag;-,  ^ouLle  is  anticipated  in  that  region. 

Uireworm  depredations  continued  to  he  reported  from  practically 
the  entire  United  States.  The  new  species  of  wireworm  I-ien  erode  res  la.urentii 
Guer,  is  appearing  in  southern  Alatama  more  numerously  than  d'oring  the  pa.st 
several  yeaxs.  Very  serious  wirev/orm  depredations  oy  Phcletes  spp.  laave 
oeen  reported  fromi  Idaho  and  California. 

Although  out  little  trouole  is  Toeing  reported  over  the  greater  paxt 
of  the  Hessian  fly  territory,  southern  Illinois  a.nd  Indiana  axe  experienc- 
ing a very  severe  irrfestation  oy  this  insect.  In  paJ’ts  of  Illinois  51  per 
cent  of  the  plants  are  infested  raid  in  Indirna  much  of  the  gratn  acreage 
is  Toeing  plowed  pnder. 

Reports  from  the  GULf  region  of  extreme  aTo'onda.nce  of  the  corn  ear 
worm  this  early  in  the  season  may  lea^d  to  umsuaJly  hea.vy  infesta.tions 
farther  northward  as  the  season  advances. 

'The  faEl  army'.vorm  is  reported  qp.ite  generally  over  the  Gulf  region 
from  Florida  to  Low-isiana  in  euidemie  nunloers. 


Fruit  a.phids,  in  general,  are  not  so  aToundant  as  usua.l,  except  in 
Oregon,  whence  reports  of  severe  infestations  ha.ve  loeen  received. 

No  cirange  in  the  norma.l  a.ouidance  of  the  codling  moth  reported  in 
the  last  numher  of  the  Bulletin  liar  apparently  taken  place  duung  May. 
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The  San  Jose  scale  conditions  tlironghout  the  eastern  part  of  the 
United  States  are  generally  qnlte  fa.vorahle,  light  infestations  a.re  being 
reported  over  prcactically  all  of  the  Eastern  States,  In  the  Pacific 
Eorthv/est,  honever.  Very  sex^ere  injury  is  anticipated  this  yea-r,  largely 
because  of  nnfa.vorable  v;ea.ther  conditions  during  the  domaiit  spra.y  period. 


The  heavy  plum  curenlio  infestations  of  the  South  Atlantic  States 
reported  in  the  la^st  nuiiber  of  the  Bulletin  ha,ve  developed  to  even  more 
serious  proportions  during  the  laist  month.  Pirst-generation  beetles  v/ill 
probably  appear  early  in  June  in  the  Ft.  Valley  section  of  Georgia  and  v;ill 
undoubtedly  do  very  serious  damage  to  the  small  crop  of  fruit  which  the 
overv/intering  v/eevils  left.  This  serious  condition  extends  from  Maryland 
to  .Alabama. 

The  raspberry  fruit  worm.,  which  has  been  so  seriously  inj^orir^'  lo- 
ganberries in  Washington  State,  seems  more  prevalent  than  heretofore  and 
has  even  been  observed  this  year  destroying  strawberry  a.nd  occasionally 
injuring  the  petioles  of  cherry  and  apple.

It 
is  now  knovm  to  occur  in  19  counties. 

R.  W.  Harned  (May  17):  Adults  of  the  vegetable  weevil  were 
reported  on  April  26  as  injuring  tomatoes  near  Jackson.

One  drug  store  art  Loris,  S.  C.,  reports  ad^ilts 
a nuisanice  about  lights-  in  stores  at  night. 

M.  H.  Brunson  (May'l):  Mole  crickets  ( Sca-p  ter  iscus  sp  . ) 
have  been  reported  as  damaging  garden  crops  in  parts  of  the 
coastal  platns  section,,  extensively  daiaaging  tobacco  in  the 
sa.rr.e  part  of  the  State  and  doing  damage  to  corn  also.

It  seems  tiia.t  the  a.djoining  field  ha,d  been  in  potatoes  last 
year  and  nndonbtecLl^r  these  beetles  came  fram  larvae  that  had 
ouried  themselves  in  the  asparagus  last  fall. 

E.  P.  Breahey  (May  23):  Beetles  are  beginning  to  appear. 

A.  G.  Rugglcs  and  assistants  (Ma.y)  : The  Colorado  potato  bee- 
tle ha.s  been  reported  from  very  abundant  to  moderately  abundant 
in  the  southern  third  of  the  State.

FUROPSAI'T  HSU  FLEA  ( C e r a t op  hy  llus  go.llinae  Schranle) 

F.  C.  Bishopp  p'icy  25):  An  infestation  of  a chicken  house 
by  the  European  hen  flea,  v.us  reported  from  'Jest  Grove  on  Hay  3. 

BUFF-bLO  GHATS  ( S im-ul  i i da.e ) 

J.  M.  Robinson  (Hay  23):  Buffalo  .gna.ts  attacking  chickens 
were  reported  from  Best  Blockton  and  Ethelsville.  Midges  at- 
tacking turkeys  were  reported  from  '.Thite  Ka.ll  and  attacking 
poultry  at  Le  Pine. 


PIGEOU  HIPFOBOSCID  ( ayndoia..  maw-ra.  Bigot) 

F.  C,  Bishopp  (May  25):  On  March  29  a large  comir'erc ial  pig- 
eon pl^nt  wa.s  experiencing  considera.ble  trouble  from  the  pigeon 
fly.  As  manjr  a.s  8 flies  v;ere  foimd  on  a.  single  squa.b,  and  the 
number  is  said  to  increa.se  considera.bly  as  the  weather  becomes 
warmer . 


F.  C.  Bishopp  (May  25):  Several  reports  of  inf esta.tions  in 
Florida  ha.ve  been  received  during  May.  These  came  from  Lock- 
hart, Ba.ytona.,  and  Miami. 

F.  0.  Bishopp  (May  25  ):  On  May  9 a report  of  an  infesta.tion 
of  pigeons  by  this  insect  wa.s  received  from  j'rrcadia.  The  state- 
ment is  made  that,  it  is  becoming  more  abundant  ea.ch  year. 

F.  Bishopp  (May  25):  On  April  12  a pigeon  Fancier  from 
San  Jose  reported,  that  his  birds  have  been  annoyed,  by  the  pig- 
eon fly  for  the  pa.st  two  or  tlrree  years.

J.  J.  Da.vis  (May  28):  t-Qxing  the  month  a n-omber  of  reports 
of  v/hite  aJit  troubles  have  been  received.  This  pest  is  preva- 
lent tbiToughout  the  S'fcate  and  ca.using  serious  ’losses.

u.  P.Kiint  (May):  Nimerous  reports  of  termits  damage  have 
continued  to  come  in  during  late  April  and  May. 

J,  M.  Bigger  (May  13):  An  infestation  of  termites  v/as  exam- 
ined in  a store  "building  in  Jacksonville  May  13.  Ihere  is  com- 
paratively small  damage  up  to  date. 

M.  H.  Swenk  (May  21):  A consolidated  school  house  in  southern 
G-age  Conjity  was  fouid  with  the  interior  woodv/ork  seriously  dam- - 
aged  "by  termites  the  first  week  in  May, 

J.  'w.  McColloch  (May  20):  Termites  have  been  very  abiandant  in 
many  localities  during  the  part  month.  Damage  to  dwellings  has 
been  reported  from  Pratt,  Kiowa,  Abilene,  Arkansas  City,  Burlin- 
game, Kausa.s  City  (12  houses),  and  Manhattan  (8  houses).  At^ Eu- 
reka damnge  ha,s  occurred  in  the  courthouse.  The  dcana^ge  in  the 
several  houses  at  Manha^ttau  ranges  from  a few  dollars  to  $2,000. 

J.  M.  Robinson  (May  23):  Termites  are  active  from  Birmingham 
aud  Simpson  to  Montgomery,  Mobile,  and  Andalusia,  destroying  old 
houses  and  newly  built  houses.  They  irave  also  a..t tacked  pecan 
trees  a.t  Carrollton. 

D.  J.  Grimes  (May  23):  Termite  damage  is  severe  in  places  in 
Leflore  and  Eolmes  Counties. 

0.  L.  Barnes  (April  25):  The  flooring  and  baseboards  a.re  com- 
pleteljT-  ruined  in  a living  room  of  a house  in  Phoenix. 

S.  E,  CruTib  (May  22)  : Investigating  a newspaper  report  of  a. 
great  number  of  earwugs  concentrating  in  wooden  gutters  in  cer- 
tain sections  of  Tacoma,  it  wa.s  found  tlmt  the  insects  were 
termites.  The  gutters,  some  of  them  quite  old,  Mere  in  a 
rather  dilapidated  condition  a.s  a result. 

GIO^IER  MITE  (Bryobia  prae  ticsa  Koch) 

J.  V.  Scha.ffner,  Jr.  (May  25):  Specimens  of  the  clover  mite 
v/ere  received  from  Brockton  May  15  with  ao  letter  giving  the 
following  information:  This  pest  has  been  found  in  the  house 
every  spring  for  the  loast  three  years,  the  first  appeairing  about 
t'ne  middle  of  April  and  remaining  until  the  last  of  May.” 

T.  H.  Parks  (May  18):  Two  complaints  have  been  received  with 
specimens  cOvrrying  the  information  that  these  mites  were  enter- 
ing houses  and  were  a nul.sauce  in  Union  and  Miami  Counties. 

EUR0PE.^iT  EAH'JIG  (Forf  icula>  acuT-icularia  L. ) 

S.  E.  Crumb  (May  22):  The  young  earwigs  started  to  appear 
around  Puyallup  on  April  23. 
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RSD-LEGiS'B  HAI.I  SjiETiS  (llecrobia  riof i~pes  DeC-.) 

Ohio  N.  R.  Hov.Tjrd.  (May  2):  Rne  red-legged  ham  beetle  v/as  extremely 

n'umero'’as  in  a carload  of  package  socp  fromi  Cincinnati  received 
at  Athens.  Pieces  of  copra  were  foimd  in  the  ccx  but  no  evidence 
was  obtained  that  the  beetle  had  been  feeding  on  this  material. 

It  is  possible  that  the  car  ha-d  been  used  for  the  shipment  of 
hides  or  some  other  animal  nyiterial. 

PICE  EEEVIL  (Cadendra  oryzae  L.) 

^aiti  p.  C.  Smith  (May  6):  Feterita.  hea.ds  in  the  field  at  Pamien 

a,re  tremendously  infested  v;ith  the  rice  weevil.  drain  not 
promptly  f-'amiga^ed  af  ter  threshing  is  quickly  ruined.  Several 
Y/eeks  ago  I watched  some  natives  threshing  out  some  petit  mahze 
which  is  the  native  gra.in  sorghom  and  saw  the  ground  a.  cra.wling 
ma-ss  of  these  insects  around  the  pile  of  grain  and  heads. 
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
